— It  may  rafely  be  said  that  St.  Etienne  ia 
the  largeei  ribbon  producing  town  in  the 
world.  In  spanking  of  ribbons,  we  mesa 
all  productions  of  the  small  ware  looms,  in 
which  more  than  two  pieces  are  woven  at 
one  time,  aud  which  indnpe  ladies’  scarfs, 
ties,  and  similar  goods.  This  industry  is, 
with  few  exceptions,  quite  a  domestic  one. 
8t.  Etienne  and  district  employs  about  17,- 
000  looms,  of  which  only  about  1,500  are 
driven  by  mechanical  means,  say  1,000  by 
water,  and  600  by  steam  power.  These 
1,500  make  partly  plain  silk  ribbons,  and 
partly  velvet  ribbons,  the  latter  numbering 
about  €00.

Most  of  the  weavers  have  not 
more  than  three  looms,  more  frequently 
only  one  or  two.  Generally  the  master 
works  one  and  the  member*  of  hie  family 
the  others ;  sometimes  he  has  also  a  jour¬ 
neyman.  A  loom  costa  from  £3‘J  to  A 100, 
according  to  its  complexify,  for  some  looms 
with  Jacquard  arrangements,  and  seven  to 
twelve  shuttles  different  wefts,  are  coetly. 
When  a  journeyman  has  eared  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  francs,  he  buys .  a  loom,  paying  part  of 
the  price  down  and  the  remainder  in  inetal- 
meat*  am  he  meke  hie  profit  on  it.  When 
he  has  paid  for  the  first  loom,  and  takes  a 
second  one  to  be  worked  by  an  assistant, 
be  becomes  e  member  of  the  master*'  guild, 
who  fix  the  price*  to  be  paid  by  the  manu¬ 
facturers.  From  the  complicated  nature  of 
tbe  work  these  wages  cannot  be  alway  alike, 
but  they  are  regulated  according  to  the  diffi¬ 
culty  of  the  pattern,  the  quality  of  the  silk, 
etc.  If,  for  instance,  a  wearer  receives  a 
silk  which  is  rather  weak,  and  which  neces¬ 
sitate*  frequent  stoppages  on  account  of 
broken  euda,  he  calls  in  en  expert,  who, 
alter  examining  his  case,  fixes  the  amount 
of  the  wages  to  be  paid.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  master  finds  it  to  be  to  his  inter¬ 
est  to  pay  good  wages,  and  to  give  the 
weever  an  advance  when  any  new  article 
which  happens  to  be  in  fashion  enables  him 
to  make  extra  profits.  Where  a  master  em¬ 
ploye  a  Journeyman  he  givae  hhn  half  the 
wages  earned  by  the  loom,  retaining  the 
other  half  a a  hire  for  the  loom  and  profits. 
In  ordinary  times  a  loom  earns  about  5a. 
per  day,  which  leaves  2a.  Gd.  for  the  assist¬ 
ant  (not  very  tempting  wages,  our  weaver* 
will  aqy).  Sometime*,  a  loom  can  make  as 
much  as  12a.  a  day,  against  which,  however, 
slack  times  must  be  taken,  when  the  hands 
get  ao  work,  and  aflar  spending  their  wages 
have  to  find  work  in  tbe  neighboring  mines 
or  elsewhere  for  a  time.  They,  however, 
seldom  leave  altogether,  and  stick  to  their 
homes  as  long  as  possible.  The  prepara¬ 
tory  work  of  minding  and  spooling  is  paid 
by  the  day,  generally  from  la  3d.  to  2a.  for 
10  hours'  work.  In  1348  the  longest  per¬ 
missible  time  was  fixed  at  12  ^>ura  in  sum¬ 
mer  and  11  hour*  in  winter.  With  the  or- 
dinary  eort  of  ribbon*,  wages  form  about  10 
per  oenL  to  15  per  cent,  of  the  prioe,  but 
with  the  eaperior  kinds,  the  wages  run  qp  to 
40  per  cent.  A  singular  .feature  ia  the  fact 
that  the  weavers  making  silk  ribbons  are 
more  steady  and  frugal,  and  work  beat  at 
home,  while  those  making  velvet  ribbons 
have  not  each  a  good  reputation,  and  are 
also  more  frequently  collected  in  larger

blessing  The  Bishop  rejoiced  that  the  Catho¬

If  children  are  simply  In¬ 
structed  In  secular  education,  will  they  not 
think  ihaa  thelr  ehfof  aim  ts  to  acquire  wealth 
in  this  world  ?  Will  they  not  Ignore  the  object 
for  which  they  have  been  crested  I  If  children 
are  properly  Instructed  In  their  youth,  they  will 
not  depart  tram  their  Hue  of  duty  ■  la  aid  age. 
Again,  I  congratulate  you  that  you  have  under¬ 
stood  the  paramount  Importance  of  educating 
your  children  to  aCbrieUpn  manner;  aad  I  have 
no  doubt  but  that  Almlgbtv  God  will  bless  you, 
Ip  yourselves  and  ta.  your  children,  for  the 
many  sacrifices  yow  make.

We  can 
ocarcely  conclude  that  the  iutontion  was  to 
honor  a  man  for  hie  pronounced  infidelity, 
although  tocue  pain*  were  taken  by  the  one 
presiding  at  the  exercises  tn  the  Academy  of 
Mask  to  excite  ridicule  at  the  mention  of  re¬ 
ligion.  The  presumption  ia  that  be  waa 
made  orator  of  the  day  in  view  of  hia  con¬ 
ceded  eloquence.
